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This is a decision on the petition filed on October 26, 2009, which is being treated as a petition 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) requesting the patent term adjustment indicated on the patent be 
corrected to indicate the term of the patent is extended or adjusted by eight hundred eighty-three 
(883) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent to 
indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by eight hundred 
eighty-three (883) days is GRANTED. 

The period of delay under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(1)(A) ("A Delay") is 681 days and is not in 
dispute. 

The petition asserts and establishes the period of delay under 35 U.S.C. § 1 54(b)(1)(B) ("B 
Delay") is 894 days. 

The petition asserts and establishes the amount of overlap between A Delay and B Delay is 222 
days. 

As part of Patentees' duty of good faith and candor, the petition asserts and establishes the patent 
term adjustment should have included a reduction of 21 days under 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(c)(8) as a 
result of the interview summary filed May 8, 2009. 

The patent term adjustment is 883 days which is the sum of 681 days of A Delay and 894 days of 
B Delay reduced by 222 days of overlap and reduced by 470 (449 + 21) days of Applicant delay. 

No 
additional fees are required. 
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The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of Correction Branch for issuance of a 
certificate of correction.
